Judge Hirzel was surprised and indignant 
when he read the published insinuation 
that there might have been some collusion 
between “the bench and the Utigants“ in 
the case to hide the “prominent man” 
who had ruined the Mellen home.

When ‘he re- 
turned some months later, it is said, he 
found that she had left home and gone to a 
boarding-house on Washington avenue, be- 
tween Eleventh and Twelfth streets.

This was 
not satisfactory, and he moved out near La- 
fayette Park and warned his wife to have 
nothing more to do with the old man. On 
returning home one day, however, he found 
the festive old Lothario in front of the 
house and chased him two blocks. Then he 
returned and upbraided his wife. Opening 
her trunk he found two pictures of the 
lovely old fellow therein. In one he wore a 
military uniform of some kind, but in the 
other he was garbed in conventional cos- 
tume. Mellen was so mad that he threw the 
soldierly picture in the stove, but kept the 
other. But it seemed that the old man did 
not desist in his alle attentions to Mrs.

Among 
toc sweet to at t a practical solution 
of the problem is Lindell Railway Co., 
and it now has sev cars fitted with 
devices of different persons. They are still 
in the exhertmentat stage, as yet no 
test has n made of their life-saving 
methods, but with inanimate objects their 
use has been clearly shown. 

The Lindell Railway Co. has decided to 
apply a fender to all of its cars, and will 
begin work upon them as soon as the City 
Council. disposes of the bill now before 
it. The company has been experimenting 
largely with fenders, and now has two

cars fitted with them in active service. 
One of the care is fitted with a “Yost” 
fender, a St. Louis invention, and the other 
with a device patented by an Indianapolis 
concern. The latter is not deemed practical 
by the company, however. 

Supt. George Baumhoff said that the 
Lindell company had spent hundreds of dol- 
lars experimenting on the Lost. the 
fender it desired. He said that only the 
action of the Council was necessary to de- 
termine the date that fenders would be 
attached to every one of the companys 
cars. 

„We have an order placed for twelve 
fenders,” he said, and will put them on 
our cars as soon as they are received. 
When the city fathers act on the fender bill, 
we will begin to manufacture the fenders 
ourselves, and it will not be long then until 
all of our cars are equipped. We will adopt 
the ‘Yost’ fender, for we consider it the 
most practical.“ 

A SCOOP FENDER. 

The “‘Yost’’ fender, which will be used, 
is what might be térmed a scoop fender, 
inasmuch as when it is projected to its 
acting position the screen pan is moved 
forward and downward to the rail. In 
making this scoop movement, when an ob- 
ject is to be picked up, the forward move- 
ment upsets the equilibrium of the object, 
while the downward movement dives under- 
neath the object, and throws it into the 
screen pan. 

The fender is automatic, in case an object 
should come in contact with it, unknown 
to the motorman, as the slightest weight 
placed on the screen will immediately 
cause it to come tightly down to the track, 
at which position it will remain firmly held 
through the agency of a spring dog con- 
nected with the controlling lever ratchet till 
released by the motorman, at which it will 
instantly return to resting position under 
the platform. 

In case the motorman wishes to prevent 
an object from going underneath his car, 
he has merely to pull the controlling lever 
toward him about ten inches, and the fen- 
der is tightly fitted to the track, and will 
not allow any object below or through it. 

To return the apparatus to its resting 
position, as before, the motorman releases 
the spring dog connected with. the ratchet 
of controlling shaft, allowing the fender 
to return to its normal position through the 
agency of a coil spring which will be ex- 
plained later. 

At the meeting of the Council Committee 
on Railroads Friday afternoon the car fend- 
er bill was taken up and Mr. Ferriss sub- 
mitted an ordinance authorizing the Board 
of Public Improvements to pass upon the 
merits of the fenders and allow them to 
select several designs instead of one. It is 
expected that the bill will be reported to 
the Council Monday night.

Although com- 
plying with the law, the traction compa- 
nies floated enormous blocks of paper 
capital, and the employes were pinched 
to cut down the increased charges. 

This touches the root of the greatest 
evils that afflict the people through public 
corporations. It cuts deeply into the 
industrial problem. The corporations 
are overloaded with stock and bond obli- 
gations representing water and in the 
effort to meet them, both the public and 


the employes are pinched. 


The most noticeable development of this 
evil of late has been in street railway 
properties, whose stocks and bonds rep- 
resent, in addition to the actual inveet- 
ment, the value, present and future, of 
franchises filched from the people by the 
corruption of their municipal legislatures, 
In order to meet interest charges and div- 
idend expectations the public and em- 
ployes are made to suffer. 

The proposition to consolidate the street 
railways of this city under a special law 
undoubtedly embodies a design to squeeze 
more juice out of franchises which have 
already béen squeezed as much as pos- 
sible under present limitations. The 
main object of this kind and of all other 
corporation legislation should be to re- 
duce public corporations to a basis of 
fair returns for actual investment and 
to recover the wealth stolen from the 
people.

A TROUBLESOME PLANK. 


It is alleged that just now there is a 
great deal of unhappiness in the Repub- 
lican Legislature of California. It has 
all come of being too magnanimous in 
the platform upon which this Legislature 
was elected. One of the planks of the 
platform declares in unequivocal terms 
for woman suffrage. So unmistakable 
is the language that the politicians can- 
not avoid passing a bill in accordance 
with this troublesome plank. They 
would be quite ready to pass such a bill 
if they could only induce Gov. Budd, who 
is a Democrat, to veto it. The Governor, 
however, happens to be an acknowl- 
edged champion of woman suffrage, and 
when some of the Republican leaders 
sounded him to learn whether there was 
any hope for a veto, he remarked in his 
most statesmanlike and immovable tones, 
“Gentlemen, don't monkey with that 
measure unless you mean business!” 

The Governor who preceded Mr. Budd 
kindly vetoed a woman suffrage bill so 
late in the legislative session that noth- 
ing more could be done ‘until the assem- 
bling of another Legislature. A woman 
suffrage bill passed now would be 
promptly signed and woman triumphant 
would reign in California. 

Some formidable women are at work 
for the cause of woman in the Golden 
State. Mrs, Foltz, Alice Morse-McComas, 
Laura De Force-Gordon, Nellie Holbrook- 
Blinn and Mary Lynde-Craig (note all 
these hyphens) are determined that women 
shall vote. Mrs. Lynde-Craig is the wife 
of Scipio Craig, editor of the Redland 
Citrograph, and no doubt the Citrograph 
is booming the woman suffrage move- 
ment in all its columns, enthusing its 
subscribers and meeting all opponents 
with commendable acidity. The best that 
the Republicans in the Legislature can 
do is to brace up and pass the bill they 
promised the women. There is likely to 
be serious trouble for them if they do not,

INTERESTING PROBABILITIES. 


The vote in the House of Representatives 
offers material for puzzling speculation 
as to the future of the two great parties, 

The Democrats divided almost equally, 
with a majority of only one in favor of 
the measure. But the point of greatest 
interest is the Republican vote, which 
shows that party to be almost as hope- 
lessly divided on the financial question as 
the retiring Democrats, There were 
forty-two Republican votes in favor and 
fifty-nine against the bond bill, showing 
a clear majority of seventeen against 
maintaining the gold reserve and pre- 
sumably in favor of silver legislation. 

Ex-Speaker Reed’s course has percept- 
ibly darkened his political horizon. Al- 
though he voted for the Administration's 
measure, it is charged that he was anx- 
ious to have it defeated and secretly 
fomented Republican opposition. It is 
certain that he did not exert himself to 
save the bill. He has thus angered both 
the silver and the gold elements of his 
party. 

The Senate is helplessly in the power of 
the friends of siiver. The loudest and 
most active advocates of silver legislation 
are Republicans, and this determined 
band of silver Senators has been strength- 
ened by an infusion of new silver blood 
from the Western States. 

It is no wonder, therefore, that the 
Republicans fear an extra session and 
that great uncertainty hovers over the 
future of both parties. Bitter struggles 
in the next national conventions and a 
realignment of parties on the financial 
question for the presidential campaign 
are within the probabilities. The poli- 
ticlans are in the sweat-box.

amount of the appropriation asked—$32,000— 
wrote: 

“This is an increase of $2,000 over what 
was apprporiated in 1893 and will be neces- 
sary, in order to properly do the work of the 
office as required by thenumerous laws 
imposing duties therein. Permit me, in this 
connection, to call your attention to the fact 
that two years ago the office of Register of 
Lands was transferred bodily to this de- 
partment. That office had been maintained 
for some years prior to that time at an ex- 
pense of 5,400 per annum; and yet, when it 
was transferred to this office, not one dollar 
was appropriated to do the work or pay 
the expenses incident to its transaction; al- 
though the law requiring the transfer pro- 
vided that there should be an additional 
clerk. The clerical labor in this division 
of the department has not diminished, but 
rather increased, and yet every demand 
has been promptly complied with. To do 
that, however, other legitimate duties im- 
posed by the laws and the condition of the 
Office have necessarily been more or less 
neglected. I am not disposed to ask for 
unnecessary appropriations, but in order to 
maintain the force which I now have the 
sum indicated is absolutely necessary. I 
beg to remind your honorable committee 
that the department is not a burden upon 
the general tax-payers, but that since I 
have been in office, counting incorporating 
taxes and fees, commissions and other work, 
the collections made for the State Treasury 
through this office have amounted to an 
average of $101,622 per annum.“
